Plant Bare Root Trees Immediately 


Have your ground ready by the time your trees 
arrive. Do not expose the roots to the air. After 
unpacking the shipment, put the roots into a tub of 
water or thin mud and soak them for about one 
hour. Take out one tree at a time from the tub; 


then holding the tree in place with one hand, fill 
the hole about three-fourths full with soil, packing 
firmly. Water thoroughly, and when it has soaked 
in fill up the remainder of the hole. Top dress with 
well rotted barn-yard manure or pulverized sheep 
manure. DO NOT use Chemical Plant Food on 
newly planted nursery stock.
